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Cheese Straws.

Take two ounces of butter, two of
extra zood flour, two ounces of par-
mesan cheese and the usual scason-
ing of salt and cayenne.

When
cold nrrange in little bundles, stick-
iny three or four straws through
each ring,

The Dighcloth,

When disheloths are finighed with
they should be put in a pan of hot
water in which a little soda is dis-
golved and boiled for a few minutes,
then rinsed in cold water and hung
up to dry. If you do not do this
every day you should make it a point
twice n week, Perhaps the best kind
of dishcloth is that made by knit-
ting very coarse cotton on large
needles.

Washing Embroidery.
